THE POWER OF ELECTRICITY.

Artillery and the Electric Light—Elec
tricity In Medicine—New York
Street Cars—Humming
of Wires,

Artillery and the Electric Light
The electrie light seems destined to
play almosl as important a part on land
as on sen in tho next big European wae.
The Austrians are constructing port-
able elocteie light plants to be used in
entraining nnd deteaining troops at
night. 1o Germans nre going to have
a similar portable plant attuched to
their siege trains. 'innl‘liy some ling-
lish battories, now engoged in expori-
mental practice at Dartmoor, have been
amusing themselves by endeavoring to
destror soma electrio light apparatus
erected by n party of enginecrs from
€hatham. Up to the present only a
mimum of damage has been done o
reflector. The experiments have
been mndas on the basis that the search
light is being used by an enemy ad-
vancing on the eamp, Whether we are
to attribute the immunity of the vlant
to had shooting or to the blinding effect
of the ray, is not mentioned.

Electricity in Medicine,

a flash of lightning at Wolverhanmpton
ef a collior who some time ago lost his
pight through sn necident, wo thirk,
says the London Electrienl Review,thut
this is n matter which should oceupy
the attention of those medical gontle-
men who nre interested in the applica-
tion of electricity for curative purposos.
ﬁmﬁ time back Dr, Lawronca was tey-

g some very interesting exporiments
with regard o roeducing the thickness
of the albumen of the eye by passing
light currents of eleotricity through
the ball to reduce it to fluid. He tried
his exporiment by heating in water the
white of an egg, and after having
caused it to sel reliquifiod it with great
suoccss b ing currents through it.
The medionl profession might now lnsti-
tute o series of experimonts upon the
fnfluence Of electric shocks in cases of
partial or total blindness, and we will
underinke ta say thnt the result would
make the study well worth pursuing.

New York Street Oars,

Eleetrieal World: It is, we think,
impossible to exaggerate the import-
anca of the work now being done on the
Fourth avenue in the introduetion of
electric street cavs. There are many
fontures special to this piece of work,
giving it unusunl prominence and sig-
niflennce. New York city, to begin
with, is peculiarly suitable for demon-
strations of an improvement of this
character, and our firmm conviction is
thut the moro the public see of the
storage cars the moro they will insist
upon having them, So far as the pub-
lig is concerned, the element of expoense
does not enter into the motter any more
thano it does into the agitation against
bobtull ears. It is enough that the cars
are swilt, clean and safe, ensily con-
trolled, do not in the slightest degree
affect tho paving of the rondbed, save
the horses from n cruel fate, abolish the
mualodorous  car stables, lighton the
work of the drivers, and ave free from
all the objoctions that ecan be raised
spalnst either the steam elevated road
or the surface cable cars. On the other
hand, stornge ewrs wre oheaper than
horse cars to run, and that i3 L\w main
point for the operating compunies;
while there is another enormous ad-
vantage in the fuot that the change
from the old system to the new
can  be made pgradually. Then
agnin, the adoption of atorage for such
nroad ps the Fourth avenue isa very
hopoeful and cheering sign, not only of
the liberal policy mavking the Vander-
bilt regime of to-doy, but of the pros-
pocts of eloctricity in urban passengor
traMe generally, 1 stornge cars thus
find fuvor with one of the lurgest and
most conservative manngements in the
country, one muy well be snnguine ns to
the future. We have but one eriticism
to offer on the now cars, suggested by
the sucoessful trials, namely, that they
are almost o massive and hawdsome.
Perhaps it is not our business, but still
wo belisve that the car bodies might be
built much lighter without losing sta-
bility.

The FPower of Eleetricity.

Iron Age: The electric motor busi-
ness, which was in a nascent state a few
days ago, s now developing ut an even
faster rato than the eleotrio light busi-
ness, though the amouut of ecapital in-
vested and the value of the plant is
comparatively smail. At the prosent
time there are in use in Boston, for «%.
ample, n lurge number of #7ill motors
for various purposes, furnishing 1n all
about, roughiy estimating, 500-horse
power, In %t‘w York city it is esti-
matod that there is about B-horse
power furnished by eleckric motors for
various small industries. In Philadel-
phia there are a couslderable number
of electric motors in constant use, and
tho same is true of Buffalo, Cincinnati
and Cleveland, and their number is
rapidly growing iu all the large cities.
In Chicago nnd Detrolt the number is
smaller and the usesomowhat restrivted
owing to the efforts being made by mu-
nicipal authoritics to have the wires

ut upderground and the conseguent

iMoulty in making additions to the
systems of overhead wires. The motors
in use range tn power from one-hall-
horse power to 15-horse power., A

siderable number of motors used in the
smunller cities, such as Bangor, Maine;
Lowell, Newburyport, Lynn and Spring-
field, Mnss.: Providence,Pawtucket nnd
Woonsocltett, R. [., and other of the
smaller cities of the east, and St. Louis,
Knanzas City and other western cities.
The question naturally arises as to the
uses which these motors, furnishing as
they do smull amounts of power, are
put. Ina genernl way it may be said
that they are employed in all those in-
dustries and work which has formerly
been done by a small amount of steam
power or by the gas engines or weater

motors which have been quite
extonsively employed during the
last few years, They are em-
ployed for driving  air-oompres-

sors, bookbinding machinery, bakers'
machinery, blowers, cranes, carpen-
tera' machineri, oush carriers, ooffeo
mills, churns, drug mills,dumb-wuaiters,
dentists' lathes, drill presses, elevators,
grindstones, hydraulic presses, hatters’
machinery. icecream freozers, jewelers’
lathes, knitting machines, lathe work-
ing machinery, Iluundry machinery,
looms, paper box machinery, polishing
machines, piledriving,printing presses,
quotation transmitters, sewing ma-
chines, stamping machines, ventilating
machines, washing machines and 100
other small uses.

Porhaps the most important use of
motors at present is on elevators, print-
ing presses and sowing muochines, and
in ench line a large and increassng
number are constantly being used. The
incrense in the many differont outside
uses is even fuster. Wherever a mod-
erate amount of power is needed the
electric motor can supply it. The econ-
omy of the stationary electric motor
over small steam audy gns engines is
claimed to be considerable. It is bnsed
upon the fact that large engines con-
sume much less coal for the power fur-
nished than do smull engines.

In the transference of power through
the dynamo and motor tothe machin-
ery, about 20 or so per cent is lost, but
evan with this il can be seen that large
power muy be produced at a central
station and sold out to ‘consumers
chenper than they could produce it by
small engines. Ineandescent eleotrie-
li|1rht. lighting compunies can afford to
sell the motor power cheap, as the
motor business is of great and positive
advantage to them in giving employ-
ment and mmi“?l capacity to their
plant when it would otherwise be idle
aud profitless. This arises from the
faot that most of the electric lighting is
done at night, and the machinery and
plant of the company is then employed,
while during the day time it would be
idle. The advantage to the gousumer
of eleotric power is found partly in the
greater neutness, cleanlinfss and com
pa2iness of the motor ns compared with
engines, and [rom the fact that the mo-
tors require no attendance, and the
power can be turned on or off by a
switch. The motors themselyes as
mechanical devices ure claimed to be 25
per cent cheaper than engines. In most
cnses the motors are sold outright tothe
consumers, and the power 18 leased,
but sometimes both mowr and power
arve leased.

Eleotric Prostration.

“Electric prostration™ is the name
given to a disorder which troubles
workars under eleetrict lights. Severe
cases are reported from Crousot, Fraance,
whera an: electrie furnace is used for
guickiy honting metals. The light ex-
ceeds 100000 candle power, and the
men suffer fromn it, not from the heat.
After one or two hoursthe workers have
a painful sensation in the throst, face

five days
the skin peals off. Dark-colored glasses
somewhat mitigate the effect of this tre-
mendous light but not entirely.

Humming of Wires.

Engineering says the posts and trees
used as support for telegraph wires in
various districts in America are very
sharply marked by bears, which, it is
supposed, are misfud by the humming
noises to presume that there are bees
within, But the humming of telephone
wires is often a great nuisance to per-
sons near the end of the line. The
vibration is reduced so as to be inaudi-
ble by moans of powerful springs placed
in a line, and preventing the wire [rom
reaching an excessive tension, especi-
ally in cold westher. The vibration of
such lines is also reduced by hanging
weights upon the wires, aund in that
manner reducing tho length of these
vibrations by dampening the wires.

Notes.

The arc lamp in the St. Catherine’s
lighthouse, on the Isle of Wight, is said
to be the most powerful electric light in
the world, and equal to 60,000 candles.
The carbon pencils have a diameter of
two nnd one-half inches, and the elec-
tric arc bridges a space of about one-
half inch behind the earbon joints.

The steamer Queen of the Pacific
was recently fitted out with electric
lights, She wans so brilliant when she
steamed into San Diego harbor last
Wednesday evening that the startied
citizens got the impressign thatshe
was on fire, and a number of tugs and
other vessels were hastily made ready
and sent to her assistance.

Fast Horses.

New York World: Every day in sum-
mer a gaunt, broken-spirited old horse
may be seen jogging along the beautiful
turnpike between Versailles nnd Lex-
ington, Ky., drawing after him an old
buggy. Ho is callous to shout and whip.
His eyes are dim, and his once glossy
cont has been burned by the sun into a
rough brick-dust red. Yet the old fel-
low sometimes pricks his ears up and
unexpectedly dashes nway at full speed,
especially when another horse goes gal-
loping by. On these occasions the old
horse seems to remember thata fow
years ago he was the pride of the
turf, and he hears ringing in his enrs
the hoarse shouts of the thousands when
he swept under the string with every
nerve and muscle strained to the ut-
most, winning by a head, defeating the
renowned Hindoo, prinee of racers and
of stallious, after the flercest of contests,
For the name of this shabby old dis-
crowned king of the turf is Checkmate,
and his life and his present condition
are an epitome of the race horse. Look
at old Checkmate jnggiufz nlong the
quiet country road, and glancing over
brilliant racers of the past senson, one
cannot help thiaking that they ave aull
running with unexampled spead, ho-
cause they have time and tide both with
them, straight for old Cleckmate's
place, though most of them may not

' find such pleasant quarters,

During the past scason there has boen
an annual mortality of great horses, for
the two years preceeding were prolifle
of wonderful performers. Tremout is
but & memory, Hanover may never face
the starter again, The Bard i3 perhaps
forever disabled, the Emperor of Nor-
fulle has seen his last racing days, Joo
Cotton, gamest and fleetestof thorough-
breds, lies buried in the uncongenial
soil of Massachusetts. The winner of
scores of rich stakes, he was killed in a
wretched little purse race; and where
huve the rest gone—Troubadour, Beon
All, Royal Arch, Ban Burg, Montana,
IRRegent, Kaloolah?
